First  Reformed  Minister  in  Ohio. 

The  first  minister  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  Ohio  was  Rev.  Jacob  Christ¬ 
man,  who,  having  been  ordained  in  1798, 
and  residing  in  Rowan  County,  North 
Carolina,  visited  Ohio  in  1802,  and  in 
1803  moved  hither  with  his  family,  loca¬ 
ting  in  the  ^‘Clear  Creek  Settlement”  in 
Warren  County,  and  at  once  engaged  in 
the  practical  work  of  the  ministry. 


Idleness  is  the  mother  of  many  wanton 
children.

First  Reformed  Church  in  Ohio. 

The  first  Reformed  congregation  in 
Ohio  was  organized^  if  not  formally  by 
a  kind  of  common  consent,  in  December, 
1803,  in  W arren  County,  under  the  name 
of  Salem,  by  Rev.  Jacob  Christman,  and 
since  1860  is  known  as  the  Springboro 
Reformed  congregation.  The  pastors 
who  have  successively  served  this  con¬ 
gregation  are  as  f  olio ws : 

Kev.  Jacob  Christman  from  1803  to  1810,  about  6  years. 
Rev.  J ohn  J acob  Larose  from  1810  to  1815,  about  5  years. 
Rev.  Thomas  Winters  from  1816  to  1836,  about  20  years. 

Rev.  Elijah  Kuhns . from  1837  to  1841,  about  4  years. 

Rev.  George  Long . from  1842  to  1852,  about  10  yeats. 

Rev.  William  K.  Zieber  from  1852  to  1854,  about  2X  years. 
Rev.  Isaac  H,  Reiter. .  .from  1854 to  1870,  about  15X  years. 
Rev.  Hiram  Shumaker  from  1870  to  1876,  about  63^  years. 
Rev.  Rich.  B.  Reichard  from  1876  to  1882,  about  years. 


Ministers  as  at  First  Ordained. 

The  first  Ministers  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  came  from 
Europe,  having  been  educated  and  set 
apart  to  the  ministry  there.  This  ar¬ 
rangement  continued  for  some  years. 

The  first  young  man  of  American 
birth,  who  w^as  educated,  licensed  and 
ordained  by  the  Coetus  or  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
though  directed  by  the  authority  of  the 
Synod  of  Holland,  was  Rev.  Casper 
Wack,  who  Avas  born  August  15, 1752, 
and  licensed  in  1770  and  ordained  in 
1772.  He  proved  himself  worthy  of  the 
honor  by  his  fidelity,  devotion  and  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  ministry.  He  died  in  1839 
at  the  age  of  eighty-seven  years. 

The  first  ministers  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  ordained  by  the  Synod  in  the 
United  States  Avithout  the  authority  of 
the  Synod  of  Holland,  Avere  Revs.  J. 
Philip  Stock  and  Jonathan  Rahauser, 
wdiose  ordination  took  place  in  June, 
1791,  and  their  ministry  Avas  confined  to 
the  East.  Stock  is  said  to  haA^e  died  in 
the  West,  but  when  and  where  is  not 
known.  His  name  appears  in  the  min¬ 
utes  of  Synod  for  the  last  time  in  1804, 
perhaps  the  year  in  which  he  died. 
Rahauser,  after  a  successful  ministry, 
died  at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  September  27, 
1817,  aged  fifty-two  years,  nine  months 
and  thirteen  days. 

The  first  young  men  ordained  by  the 
Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
were  Revs.  Jacob  Descombes,  DaAud 
Winters,  and  John  Pence.  This  solemn 
transaction  took  place  in  NeAV  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Ohio,  June  15,  1824,  on  calls  from 
congregations  in  the  Miami  Valley  Ohio, 
Avhere  they  accomplished  a  good  work  in 
the  cause  of  Christ.  The  first  named 
died  in  1845,  while  the  other  two  are 
still  living  faithful  to  their  trust  at  an 
advanced  age.

Easter. 

The  day  specially  commemorative  of  the 
resurrection  of  our  Lord,  is  the  first  day  of 
the  week — the  Lord’s  day.  Still  the  larger 
portion  of  the  Visible  Church  gives  also  spe¬ 
cial  pi'ominence  to  what  is  commonly  consid¬ 
ered  the  anniversary — Easter.  There  is  tnis 
much  to  be  said  in  favor  of  the  special  observ¬ 
ance  of  Easter.  It  brings  into  prominence, 
once  a  year  at  least,  that  which  ought  to  be 
brought  into  greater  or  less  prominence  each 
Lord’s  day — the  resurrection  of  our  Lord;  and 
the  glorious  hope  and  promise  springing  from 
it — the  resurrection  of  the  body. 

In  an  age  when  the  resurrection  of  the  body 
is  so  widely  overlooked — when  so  few  seem  to 
realize  their  personal  interest  therein  ;  when 
the  ol3  idea  oP beay^  as^tEe  abode  of  disem- 
bodied  spirits,  has  so  largely  supplanted,  even 
in  the  minds  of  so  many  professing  Christians, 
the  Bible  idea  of  heaven  as  the  abode  of  men 
and  women  clothed  in  true  and  real,  though 
risen,  bodies — it  can  but  be  well,  at  least  once  a 
year  to  have  the  Bible  doctrine  of  the  true  and 
proper  immortalitv  of  man  brought  prominent¬ 
ly  before  us.  Jesus  Christ  is  not  only  the  Sav¬ 
ior  of  the  soul :  He  is  also  the  Savior  of  the 
body — of  the  whole  man.  He  hath  abolished 
death,  and  brought  life  and  immortality  to  light 
through  the  Gospel.  As  surely  as  He  rose,  so 
surely  will  He  bring  those  who  trust  in  Him 
from  the  grave.  Just  such  a  body  as  Jie  had, 
will  they  have.  Just  such  a  lot  as  was  awarded 
to  Him,  will  He  share  with  them. 

The  true  life  of  the  believer  is  this  resur¬ 
rection  life ;  because  then,  and  not  till  then, 
will  we  be  perfect  in  both  soul  and  body.  In 
the  mean  time  let  us  walk  with  newness  of 
life  as  becometh  those  that  have  risen  with 
Him,  and  with  Him  have  their  citizenship  in 
heaven.

First  Reformed  Mission¬ 
aries. 

In  1746  Rev.  Michael  Schlat¬ 
ter,  as  the  first  regular  ap¬ 
pointed  missionary  of  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church,  arrived  from 
Europe  in  America,  com¬ 
mencing  his  labors  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  extending  them 
to  Maryland  and  Virginia.  He 
then  found  forty-six  Reform¬ 
ed  congregations  under  orga¬ 
nization,  more  or  less  perfect, 
and  some  of  them  numbering 
a  large  membership.  He  did 
a  great  and  noble  work. 

The  first  missionary  from 
the  East  to  the  West,  sent  by 
the  authority  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States,  was 
Rev.  Jacob  William  Dech¬ 
ant,  of  Lehigh  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  He,  in  connection  with  Rev. 
William  Hendel,  was  appointed  by 
Synod  in  1812,  but  for  some  reason  did 
not  make  his  missionary  tour  until  in 
1814,  when  he  visited  congregations  in 
the  Miami  Valley,  in  Ohio;  and  in  1816^ 
having  removed  hither  with  his  family, 
became  the  settled  pastor  of  some  of 
these  congregations,  and  continued  his 
labors  here  until  in  1819,  when  he,  with 
his  family,  returned  to  Pennsylvania. 

The  first  missionary  appointed  by  the 
Ohio  Synod  was  Rev.  John  Pence,  who, 
in  1826,  the  year  in  which  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed,  made  an  exploring  and  visiting 
tour  through  a  part  of  the  State  of  In¬ 
diana,  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  desti¬ 
tute,  administering  the  ordinance  of  bap¬ 
tism  and  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  giving 
encouragement  and  consolation  to  the 
people.

Pioneer  Ministers  in  the  West. 

The  first  or  pioneer  ministers  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  who  settled  in  Ohio 
previous  to  it  having  any  ecclesiastical 
organization  in  the  then  West,  were  the 
following:  Rev.  Jacob  Christman  set¬ 
tled  in  Warren  County  in  1803;  Rev. 
J ohn  J acob  Larose  in  Montgomery  Coun¬ 
ty  in  1804;  Rev.  John  Peter  Mahnen- 
schmidt  in  Columbiana  County  in  1813; 
Rev.  Thomas  Winters  (as  Reformed 
minister)  at  Germantown,  Montgomery 


County,  in  1815;  Rev.  George 
Weisz  at  Lancaster,  Fairfield 
County,  in  1817 ;  Rev.  Benja¬ 
min  Faust  at  Canton,  Stark 
County,  in  ■  1818,  and  Rev. 
Henry  Sonnedecker,  at  Woos¬ 
ter,  Wayne  County,  in  1820. 
All  these  fathers  and  founders 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  West  have  gone  to  the 
eternal  reward,  but  their 
memory  will  ever  live. 


Synods  and  Their  Organi¬ 
zations. 

The  Reformed  Church,  in 
all  periods  of  its  history,  from 
the  time  of  the  Reformation 
down  to  the  present,  and  in  all 
European  countries  where  it 
existed,  as  well  as  in  America, 
has  been  governed  by  Synods  with  their 
subordinate  Classes.  The  Synods  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
as  to  nazne  and  organization,  are  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Synod  in  the  United  States,  at  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.,  September  29, 1747.  Synod 
of  Ohio,  at  New  Philadelphia,  O.,  June 
14,  1824.  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  at 
hort  Wayne,  Ind.,  May  29, 1867.  Synod 
of  Pittsburg,  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  February 

12, 1870.  Synod  of  Potomac,  at - 

,  April  18, 1873.  German  Synod  of 
the  East,  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  January 
12, 1875.  The  Central  Synod  at  Gallon, 
0.,  November  4,  1881.  The  General 
Synod,  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  November  19, 
1863. 

There  have  been  other  Synods  which, 
however,  have  no  longer  any  existence, 
namely : 

1.  The  Free  Synod  of  Pennsylvania, 
existing  for  a  period  of  fourteen  years, 
from  1822  to  1836,  when  it  re-united 
with  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church

First  Sermon  in  Ohio. 

It  is  said  that  the  iirst  sermon 
preached,  within  the  limits  of 
what  now  constitutes  the  State 
of  Ohio,  to  white  men,  was 
preached  in  the  block  house  on 
the  .Musldngum  River,  in  the 
year -1786,  by  Rev.  Willia,m 
Breck.  His  text  was  Exodus 
xix:  5,  6,  “Now,  therefore,  if  ye 
will  obey  my  voice  indeed,  and 
keep  my  covenant,  then  ye 
shall  be  a  peculiar  treasure  un¬ 
to  me  above  all  people;  for  all 
the  earth  is  mine;  and  ye  shall 
be  unto  me  a  kingdom  of  priests,  and  an 
holy  nation.” 

Revs.  Frederick  Rostand  John  Hecke- 
welder,  who  were  Moravian  missionaries, 
previously,  settled  on  the  Beaver  River, 
and  then  moved  to  the  Tuscarawas 
River,  where  they  founded  the  towns  of 
Christian  Indians,  who  were  afterwards 
cruelly  and  brutally  destroyed.  But 
Post  and  Heckewelder  were  not  perma¬ 
nent  settlers,  as  their  settlements  were 
broken  up  by  the  Indians.

Thanksgiving  Day. 

The  idea  of  the  Thanksgiving  Day  is 
suggested  by  the  Hebrew  feast  of  tab¬ 
ernacles,  or  ‘Teast  of  ingathering  at  the 
end  of  the  year.”  This  custom  has  been 
probably  observed  ever  since  the  coloni¬ 
zation  of  America.  The  earlier  appoint¬ 
ments  of  thanksgiving  days  were  for 
different  reasons,  particularly  for  the 
arrival  of  ships  with  provisions  and  new 
colonists;  but  the  later  were  more  gen¬ 
erally  for  harvest,  and  were  held  in  the 


late  autumn  or  early  winter.  During 
the  revolution  Thanksgiving  Day  was  a 
national  institution,  being  annually  rec¬ 
ommended  by  Congress;  but  after  the 
general  thanksgiving  for  peace  in  1784, 
there  was  no  national  appointment  until 
1789,  when  President  Washington,  by 
request  of  Congress,  recommended  a 
day  of  thanksgiving  for  the  adoption  of 
tlie  Constitution.  Thus  from  time  to 
time  special  proclamations  were  made 
until  1862  and  1863,  when  President 
Lincoln  made  it  an  annual  occurrance,  • 
and  so  it  has  continued  ever  since.  Since 
then  the  President  issues  annual  proc¬ 
lamations,  as  well  as  the  Governors  of 
the  States  and  Mayors  of  cities,  and 
custom  has  fixed  the  time  for  the  last 
Thursday  in  November.

Systematic  Benevolence. 

The  Apostle  Paul  gives  us  good  direc- 
cions  in  I.  Cor.  xvi:  2:  ‘‘Upon  the  first 
day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of  you 
lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  hath  pros¬ 
pered  him,  that  there  be  no  gatherings 
when  I  come.”  From  this  we  see: 

1.  That  giving  is  a  religious  acU  an 
act  of  worship.  It  belongs  to  the  work 
of  the  Lord^s  day — “Upon  the  first  day 
of  the  week.” 

2.  It  is  a  universal  duty^  incumbent 
upon  all,  old  and  young,  male  and  female 
— “Let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in 
store.” 

3.  He  gives  us  a  good  measure^  ac¬ 
cording  to  which  we  should  regulate  our 
giving — “As  God  hath  prospered  him.” 

4.  Giving  should  ie  voluntary^  free, 
and  as  far  as  possible  independent  of  all 


appeals  or  agencies — “That  there 
be  no  gatherings  when  I  come.” 

Now  let  each  one  of  us  lay  this 
to  heart,  and  see  how  we  can  carry 
it  out.  We  can  adopt  one  of  three 
systems : 

1.  The  Box  System.  Have  a 
suitable  box  kept  in  each  family, 
for  each  member,  into  which  gifts 
for  the  Ijovd  and  his  cause  are 
placed  every  Sunday,  to  be  opened 
at  stated  times,  and  the  contents 
given  to  the  proper  societies. 

2.  The  Envelope  System.  Let 
eveiy  one,  on  Sunday,  place  his 
contribution  in  an  envelope,  stating 
for  wh^t  cause  it  is  contributed, 
and  take  it  along  to  the  church,  to 
be  deposited  in  the  contribution- 
box. 

3.  The  Committee  System.  Let 
every  board  of  deacons  get  up  a 
subscription  list  every  New  Year 
among  all  the  members  of  the 
church,  and  gather  these  sums 
eveiy  month  or  quarter  for  the 

projier  societies.  . 

If  this  were  done  by  all,  there  would 
be  a  constant  stream  of  benevolence 
flowing  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord.

of  the  milk,  and  one  pound 
of  sugar;  scald  until  thick^ 
taking  care  not  to  let  it 
burn.  When  cold,  add  one 
quart  of  whipped  cream 
and  the  beaten  whites  of 
four  eggs;  flavor  to  suit  the 
taste,  and  it  is  ready  to  be 
frozen. 

Onion  Pickles. — Take  the 
smallest  white  onions,  skin 
them  and  throAV  them  into 
cold,  salted  water,  and  let 
them  boil  slowly  until  they 
are  transparent.  Then  skim 
them  out,  throw  away  the 
water,  and  put  the  onions 
into  a  jar,  and  make  a 
pickle  of  strong  vinegar,  in 
which  a  bag  of  spices  has 
been  boiled  for  ten  min¬ 
utes.  Pour  it  over  the 
onions  boiling  hot,  cover  tightly  from  tlie 
air,  and  in  a  few  weeks  they  will  be  very 
toothsome. 

Spice  Cake. — Two  cups  sugar,  1  cup 
butter,  3  eggs,  1  cup  cold  water,  1  tea¬ 
spoonful  soda,  3  cups  chopped  raisins,  3 
cups  flour.  Spice  to  taste. 

Cookies. — One  cup  butter,  1  cup  rich 
sweet  cream,  3  cups  pulverized  sugar,  3 
eggs,  3  tea-spoonsful  baking  poAvder, 
flour  enough  to  roll.  The  softer  it  is 
made  the  better. 

To  Polish  a  Stove.— To  wet  the  black¬ 
ing  take  cold  coflee  enough  to  wet  as 
much  as  you  want;  to  a  teacupful  of 
blacking  take  a  lump  of  sugar  the  size . 
of  a  walnut.  It  is  best  to  have  the  stove 
a  little  warm,  as  it  polishes  much  better.

Boy  Inventors. 

A  boy’s  elders  are  guilty  of  a  foolish 
act  when  they  snub  him  because  he  says 
he  does  something  which  they  don’t  un¬ 
derstand.  A  boy’s  personality  is  en¬ 
titled  to  as  much  respect  as  a  man’s,  so 
long  as  he  behaves  himself.  In  the  fol¬ 
lowing  anecdotes  wise  and  foolish  elders 
are  exhibited;  one  class  respecting  and 
the  other  despising  a  boy. 

Some  of  the  most  important  inven¬ 
tions  have  been  the  work  of  boys.  The 
invention  of  the  valve  motion  to  the 
steam-engine  was  made  by  a  mere  boy. 

Newcome’s  engine  was  in  a  veiy  in¬ 
complete  condition,  from  the  fact  that 
there  was  no  way  to  open  or  close  the 
valves,  except  by  means  of  levers  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  hand. 

He  set  up  a  large  engine  at  one  of  the 
mines,  and  a  boy,  Humphrey  Potter,  was 
hired  to  work  these  valve-levers;  al¬ 
though  this  was  not  hard  work,  yet  it  re¬ 
quired  his  constant  attention. 

As  he  was  working  the  levers,  he  saw 
that  parts  of  the  engine  moved  in  the 


right  direction,  and  at  the  same  time  he 
had  to  open  or  close  the  valves. 

He  procured  a  strong  cord,  and  made 
one  end  fast  to  the  proper  part  of  the 
engine,  and  the  other  end  to  the  valve 
lever;  and  the  boy  then  had  the  satist  ac¬ 
tion  of  seeing  the  engine  move  with  per¬ 
fect  regularity  of  motion. 

A  short  time  after,  the  foreman  came 
around  and  saw  the  boy  playing  marbles 
at  the  door.  Looking  at  the  engine  he 
saw  the  ingenuity  of  the  boy,  and  also 
the  advantage  of  so  great  an  invention. 
The  idea  suggested  by  the  boy’s  inven¬ 
tive  genius  was  put  in  a  practical  form 
and  made  the  steam-engine  an  automatic 
working  machine. 

The  power-loom  is  the  invention  of  a 
farmer’s  boy  who  had  never  seen  or 
heard  of  such  a  thing. 

He  whittled  out  one  with  his  jack¬ 
knife,  and  after  he  had  got  it  all  done 
he,  with  great  enthusiasm,  showed  it  to 
his  father,  who  at  once  kicked  it  to 
pieces,  saying  he  would  have  no  boy 
about  him  that  Avould  spend  his  time  on 
such  foolish  things. 

The  boy  was  sent  to  a  blacksmith  to 
learn  a  trade,  and  his  master  took  a  live¬ 
ly  interest  in  him.  He  made  a  loom  ol 
what  was  left  of  the  one  his  father  had 
broken  up,  and  showed  it  to  his  master. 

The  blacksmith  saw  he  had  no  com¬ 
mon  boy  as  an  apprentice,  and  that  the 
invention  was  a  valuable  one.  He  had 
a  loom  constructed  under  the  sui)ervis- 
ion  of  the  boy.  It  worked  to  their  per¬ 
fect  satisfaction,  and  the  blacksmith 
furnished  the  means  to  manufacture  the 
looms,  and  the  boy  received  half  the 
profits. 

In  about  a  year  the  blacksmith  wrote 
to  the  boy’s  father  that  he  would  bring 
with  him  a  wealthy  gentleman  who  was 
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the  inventor  of  the  celebrated  power- 
loom. 

You  may  be  able  to  judge  of  the  as¬ 
tonishment  at  the  old  home  when  his  son 
was  presented  to  him  as  the  inventor, 
who  told  him  that  the  loom  was  the 
same  as  the  model  that  he  had  lucked  to 
pieces  but  a  year  ago. 


Family  Libraries. 

Every  family  should  be  supplied  with 
books,  and  each  household  should,  as  f  ar 
as  their  ability  will  allow,  procure  a 
family  library.  There  is  no  estimating 
the  value  of  a  few  well-selected  books. 
Ohildren  should  be  induced  to  begin 
early  to  improve  their  minds,  and  noth¬ 
ing  draws  them  more  to  study  than 
good,  sound,  periodical  literature,  and 
well-selected  books — books  adapted  to 
their  age  and  progress  and  their  educa¬ 
tion.  Money  camiot  be  better  exi^ended. 
Instead  of  toys  and  x>erishable  gifts, 
purchase  books  for  your  children. 
Every  few  months  add  something  new 
to  the  librar}^,  and  be  sure  to  preserve 
the  old  works.  Let  there  be  in  the 
house  a  book-case,  shelves,  some  place 
where  the  books  and  papers  are  dej)os- 
ited;  have  them  carefully  preserved,  and 
soon  a  little  handful  will  swell  into  arms- 
ful,  and  the  minds  of  the  children  will 
expand  with  the  increase  of  the  library, 
until  a  good  store  will  be  found  in  the 
house,  and  much  knowledge  will  be 
gained  by  the  growing  children. 

Gooa  books,  a  taste  for  reading,  will 
keep  the  children  at  home  and  make 
them  happy  in  the  family  circle,  when* 
otherwise  they  will  be  straying  off  hun¬ 
ting  society,  looking  for  something  to  en¬ 
gage  the  mind  and  satisfy  the  cravings 
of  a  hungry  intellect.  Games  and 
worldly  amusements  are  substituted  for 
books  and  intellectual  culture,  where 


there  is  no  library  at  home,  no  food 
found  for  the  inquiring  mind.  Let  pa¬ 
rents  think  of  these  things.  Much,  very 
much,  depends  on  the  early  training  of 
the  child  in  regard  to  study,  as  well  as 
other  things.
